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Mrs. Harriet C. Towner’s Resignation 


The resignation of Mrs. Harriet C. 
Towner as a member of the Iowa Li- 
brary Commission, reluctantly accepted 
by her associates, deprives the Com- 
mission of one of its pioneer members 
and one whose services and influence 
have from the first been invaluable. 
The appointment of Hon. Horace M. 
Towner to the governorship of Porto 
Rico and the removal of Mr. and Mrs. 
Towner to San Juan, capital of Porto 
Rico, compelled Mrs. Towner to sever 
her relations with the Commission—re- 
lations extending from the organiza- 
tion of that body in 1900, until the 
present time. 

Mrs. Towner’s interest and helpful 
service in missionary library work 
dates several years back of the present 
century. For three years prior to 1900, 
Mrs. Towner was a member of the Li- 
brary Board of Corning, Iowa. She 
was, in fact, one of the founders of 
the Corning library and the first presi- 
dent of its board. If we mistake not, 
she is the only president the Corning 
board has ever had. And hers was not 
an honorary presidency. In the course 
of her long service, she gave the library 
much of her time and thought. 

In the supplement to the Quarterly 
Bulletin of the Iowa Masonic Library 
giving a report of the tenth annual 
convention of the Iowa Library Asso- 
ciation, held in Cedar Rapids in No- 
vember, 1899, a resolution was unani- 
mously adopted appointing a commit- 
tee consisting of Mrs. Harriet ©. 
Towner, then chairman of the special 
library committee of the Iowa Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs, Mr. Brigham, 
State Librarian of Iowa, and Miss 
Stearns of the Wisconsin Library Com- 
mission, to prepare a plan setting forth 
the views of the Iowa Library Associa- 
tion, and of the librarians and others 
interested in libraries, as to the impor- 
tance and necessity of the creation of 
a Library Commission in Iowa. 

Mrs. Towner’s activities did not end 
with participation in the preparation of 
this paper. Letters to and interviews 
with legislators followed, and largely 


through her influence and exertions the 
State Federation of Women’s Clubs 
and other organizations inaugurated 
an actice campaign for enlisting the 
support of legislators for the proposed 
commission. Mr. and Mrs. Towner had 
much to do with the drafting of the 
commission bill and in engineering its 
passage through the General Assembly. 

For twenty-three years Mrs. Towner 
has served continuously and actively on 
the Library Commission. No detail of 
this rapidly expanding work has es- 
eaped her, and not a few of the com- 
mission’s constructive measures origi- 
nated with her. 

Every member of the Commission 
(three of whom, Mrs. Barkley, Mrs. 
Howe and the State Librarian have 
served with her from first to last) join 
with Miss Robinson, Secretary of the 
Commission, in profound regret that 
circumstances have compelled Mrs. 
Towner’s resignation.

Mrs. Towner’s Successor 


The appointment of Hon. Addison 
M. Parker, of Des Moines, to the va- 
cancy caused by Mrs. Towner’s resig- 
nation is a matter of much satisfaction 
to the members of the Library Commis- 
sion, as it will be to all the librarians 
of Iowa. 

Mr. Parker’s first identification with 
library work came through his mar- 
riage to Miss Ida Lange, former assist- 
ant in the Library Commission office 
under Miss Tyler. 

Senator Parker has since demon- 
strated his own interest in and value 
to the library cause in the state, in the 
active part taken by him in promoting 
library legislation in the 38th and 39th 
General Assemblies, of which he was 
an influential member, of the Senate. 

The Iowa Library Commission and 
Iowa library interests are fortunate in 
having so strong a champion as Sena- 
tor Parker, and in having him officially 
connected with the Iowa Library Com- 
mission. 
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State Fair Conference for Library 
Trustees 


The conferences for Trustees which 
were called by a committee of trustees 
and so carefully planned by Miss Rob- 
inson, were carried out very success- 
fully as per schedule with but few ex- 
ceptions. 

It happened that the days set for 
these meetings showed by subsequent 
figures to have been the high days of 
the fair in point of attendance, so it 
is reasonable to assume that there were 
more library trustees on the groynd 
August 27th and 28th than at any other 
time during the ten days of the State 
Fair of 1923. In that particular Miss 
Robinson chose her dates wisely and 
her corps of assistants had made the 
quarters, the library room, very attrac- 
tive with books, posters and all things 
needful for such a conference of state 
wide significance. 

So far, so good. The stage was set. 
The people having it in charge were on 
the ground, with the exception of Mr. 
C. V. Findlay, who is Mayor of Fort 
Dodge as well as President of the Li- 
brary Board and was detained by an 
important council meeting, and Mr. M. 
W. Bailey of Washington, who could 
not be present but who sent a carefully 


‘prepared paper on the subject assigned 


him, ‘‘What Is an Adequate Library 
Income ?’’* which called forth a spirited 
diseussion on the part of those pres- 
ent. Otherwise the program was car- 
ried out in full and deserved a wide 
hearing. 

It is not the purpose of this article 
to give a detailed report of these in- 
teresting meetings, but to draw some 
inferences from the attendance at the 
same, and to arouse some thought on 
the part of Iowa library trustees as 
to the need of such meetings and of 
the benefit to the trustees and, logic- 
ally, to the libraries as a reward for 
the effort in attendance on the part of 
busy people in the busy life which every 
library trustee leads. 

It is presumed from the very fact 
that a man or woman accepts such an

empty honor, so far as remuneration ig 
concerned, that they are ready to make 
some sacrifices, both of time and money, 
to further library interests. This 
sumption is not without vindication, 
as it is a matter of common knowl 

in every community that the lib 
trustees are of a truth unselfish peo- 
ple, at least so far as the local library 
is concerned. 

But there has been a feeling upon the 
part of those most closely interested 
in these matters that the interests of 
Iowa libraries in the aggregate require 
a clearing-house where plans and ideas 
having to do with administration, f- 
nances, legislation, book selection, as 
well as the very important question of 
library extension over the counties, 
should be very freely discussed and an 
atmosphere of library growth created. 

These are the thoughts in the minds 
of those planning the meetings for 
trustees from over the state. Owing 
to the very small attendance on the 
part of those for whom it was planned, 
it is now a question as to the advisa- 
bility of making further effort in this 
direction, as the attendance is, to say 
the least, most discouraging, or 





whether a discussion through the me- 


dium of the Quarterly to arouse an in- 
terest in the value of an annual meet- 
ing of trustees where common problems 
may be solved and progressive legisla- 
tion is discussed, is better. 

The librarians are very faithful in 
the promotion of, and attendance at, 
their annual meetings. Are the duties 
of the trustees, who have the responsi- 
bility of fixing and administering 


the funds provided for the support of 


these most valuable centers of in 


lectual life in our communities not 
worthy yet a little more complete ac- 
ceptance of the opportunities provided 
for their benefit?

Dear Miss Robinson: 

Your letter of August 31st is just 
received and I am sorry to learn that 
you were disappointed in the small at- 
tendance at the conference of trustees. 
I am not a very satisfactory person to 
give an opinion on the matter you sug- 
gest when I am not able to attend after 
my name is put on the program. I 
would not be surprised if it is difficult 
to get the trustees after they get on 
the Fair Grounds—there are so many 
attractions and ordinarily the time is 
limited for fair visitors. 

Many trustees are in the habit of 
coming to Des Moines during the win- 
ter session and it might be possible to 
secure an attendance some time during 
the winter if notice is given in advance. 
Your judgment, no doubt, is best in 
regard to this matter. 

I think that a conference of trustees 
would result profitably to the library 
cause in Iowa. With the Legislature 
in session this winter, perhaps it might 
be possible to get a winter meeting. I 
hardly dare suggest that I will be able 
to co-operate with you for fear that 
you will reject the proffer of service.

If 
a series of local conferences could be 
held, we might attract trustees from 
a narrow territory, but even then only 
on condition that you offer some spe- 
cial attraction in the way of a distin- 
guished lecturer. I do not suppose this 
is feasible but it occurred to me as a 
suggestion. 

If you find time to hold a conference 
in our city in the near future, I should 
be very glad to do what I can to work 
up a good attendance.

An Adequate Income* 


By Mr. Marsh W. Bailey, Trustee, Chil- 
cote Library, Washington, lowa 

Theodore Roosevelt, whose spoken 
and written utterances have probably 
exercised as wholesome an influence on 
our intellectual life as those of any 
other American, once said: ‘‘ After the 
Church and the School, the free Publie 
Library is the most effective influence 
for good in America. The moral, men- 


tal and material benefits to be derived 


from a carefully selected collection of 
good books, free for the use of all the 
people, cannot be over-estimated.’’ 

When I first read the foregoing state- 
ment, which seemed te me to be an 
altruism, I decided to apply it to my 
own city. It was then that I learned 
that the Washington School District 
for the year 1920-21 spent$95,789.15 on 
1,219 students, or $78.57 per pupil. In- 
vestigation brought the information 
that the churches of Washinton had 
budgets of $102,493.00 for the preced- 
ing year, which, apportioned among 
their 3,868 members, amounted to $26.- 
50 for each member. The city library 
spent $2,500.00 on 2,500 persons using 
eards that year, not to mention readers, 
or a dollar for each borrower served by 
the library. 

If Roosevelt was right in his state- 
ment, then Washington was wrong. If 


the churches and schools of Washing-

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ton are not spending too much money 
and not putting too much energy into 
religion and school education, then 
the Washington Library was being 
starved and retarded in its work of 
book education. The mere statement 
of the proposition, that the Washing- 
ton Library did not have an adequate 
income that year, will be accepted un- 
der these circumstances as fully proved. 
In fairness it should be admitted that 
during and just after the war, the 
patriotic and humanitarian impulses of 
the American people were at high ebb; 
and this is shown by religious and 
charitable gifts of that period. Like- 
wise, the supposed increase in the 
wealth of the American people just 
after the war caused them to under- 
take immense and expensive educa- 
tional projects in the form of new 
school buildings and higher salaries 
for teachers, which now have to be 
kept up. No new libraries have been 
built, and librarians’ salaries remain 
nearer the old level. Only the prices of 
books, fuel and incidentals have been 
very greatly increased. 

It is impossible to state in dollars 
and mills what is an adequate income 
for a public library because there are 
too many local things to be taken into 
consideration. An adequate income for 
any library is one which will maintain 
the library in the community in a gen- 


’ eral way on or about the same level 


with the church and school. It re- 
quires all three to maintain our civi- 
lization, according to its present high 
standard. The three are connected and 
related, and must advance together. 
To obtain and maintain its proper 
position, the library must establish 
itself in the community. In many cities 


and towns, the library has not found’ 


itself. The people do not appreciate 
it, nor understand its proper place in 
their educational world. When such 
is the case, those in authority in the 
library are at fault, and a new board 
and a new librarian and a new chris- 
tening of the community will be 
needed. Often times the librarian and 
a few members of the board appreciate 
the responsibility of their positions, 
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but are held back by the others. But 
first and above all the librarian and 
the board must be fired by the common 
zeal for the ideals of the church and ~ 
school; and impart this zeal into the 


library. And then publicity will be 


needed among the people to get them 


to use the library; and when and 


= 


where the people use the library in 


the same way and to the same extent 
the church and school are used, then 
there will be no need for a discussion 
for an adequate income for the library. 
In inspiring publicity, any community 
will like to be told of the average in- 
come of other libraries, because no 
no Iowa community will like to be be- 
hind its neighbor in good works. An 
adequate income is one at least on an 
average with other libraries similarly 
located and situated. 

But there is a very vital factor to be 
always considered in this world. No 
live thing stands still. Every living 
thing is in a growing or decaying con- 
dition; every living thing is either 
advancing or falling back. The li- 
brary, as a live foree in the community, 
is either growing and advancing or dy- 
ing and falling back. An adequate 
income, therefore, is one which, in ad- 
dition to a sufficient amount to main 
tain the Library statu quo, also pro- 
vides for growth, development and ad- 
vancement. Every budget should pro- 
vide for a substantial sum to be 3 
tended, directly or indirectly, in pro 
moting the growth and development of 
the library. 

An adequate income for a library, 
then, consists of sufficient funds to 
maintain the library on a parity with 
the church and school of the com- 
munity; and not less than the average 
of other libraries similarly situated, 
plus an additional sum which will pro- 
vide for and promote a good, honest 
growth from year to year in the future.

New Addition to the Davenport Library 
Building 


The friends and patrons of the Davy- 
enport Public Library were invited to 
inspect the remodeled building June 
21, 1923, from 2 to 9 P. M. The staff 
were on duty to conduct the visitors 
about and explain changes and new 
arrangements. 

The library was closed for one week 
previous, and during this time approxi- 
mately 60,000 books were moved to the 
new stack room, and other necessary 
changes accomplished. For more than 
a year the rebuilding had been in pro- 
gress, during which time the usual work 
of the library was carried on amid 
many difficulties. 

The enlarged lobby is more than 
double the size of the old one, and the 
marble pillars and oak wood work make 
it a dignified room. On each side of 
the central loan desk are alcoves, one 
for the catalog files, and one for books 
and readers. The new offices for the 
librarian and the catalog department 
are large and adequate. 

The stack room is planned to be 
equipped ultimately with six tiers of 
book stacks, though only two are in- 
stalled at present. The stacks are 
painted white, which adds greatly to 
the light and to the cheerful appearance 
of the stack room. Small tables at 
which patrons may sit to examine books 
are one of the new features of this 
room. The deck floors are of warm 
colored marble. 

Both stack room and lobby are well 
ventilated by air shafts. An elevator 
for freight and passengers connects all 
floors. The children’s department is 
enlarged by a small stack room, and 
provided with a parent’s and teacher’s 
reference room. An attractive staff 
room with a kitchen adjoining is fitted 
up in the south wing above the cata- 
log offices. 

The basement plans provide a large 
stack room, a document room, and @ 
well-equipped room for bound news- 
papers. All of the building which 
houses books is fire proof. The old 
stack room is rapidly being converted 
into a modern reference room. 
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A new heating plant has been in- 
stalled, and new coal bins which will 
hold 150 tons of coal are reached by 
an inside driveway large enough to 
accommodate a truck. 

The addition cost $180,000 and the 
bond issue was voted by the city coun- 
ceil in June, 1922. The plans were 
drawn by Clausen & Kruise, local ar- 
chitects, and were made while Miss 
Rose was in Davenport. The local 
papers in editorial comment commended 
the city council and board of trustees 
on their foresight and courage in plan- 
ning and building for the library needs 
of the future, even at considerable 
cost. 

One of the pleasures on opening day, 
June 21st, was the presence of Miss 
Rose, Miss Robinson and Mr. Brigham. 
There was no formal program, but the 
Mandolin Club and the Orphans’ Home 
Band contributed music during the aft- 
ernoon and evening, and people of the 
city came in to look over the building. 
ing.
